Hostages Before ‘Talks’ Start

THE HAGUE (U P I) — The 
Dutch governm ent insisted on 
the release of all women and 
children hostages today before 
negotiating with four convicts, 
including an 
Arab guerrilla, 
barricaded in a prison chapel. 
The prisoners unexpectedly 
freed an elderly m an, three 
children and a woman Sunday, 


but kept on holding 17 other 
hostages, including two women 
and a child, 
Dutch 
officials 
said 
the 
prisoners demanded the trans­ 
fer of an Arab guerrilla inmate 
from the prison hospital to the 
chapel, but gave no indication 
of the ultim ate goal of the 
takeover. 
A Justice Ministry spokesmen 


said officials in contact with the 
second-story chapel by walkie- 
talkie insisted on the release of 
all women and children as a 
precondition to negotiations. 
Rain whipped by North Sea 
winds 
lashed 
the red 
brick 
prison walls. Police ringed the 
prison and marine marksmen 
took up positions on nearby 
rooftops.

SULFUR IN INDIANA COAL 


Indiana’s enorm ous deposits o f coal rep­ 


resent a large reserve of energy. U nfortu­ 


nately, our coat contains sulfur, which 
contributes to air pollution when it is 


burned. Studies at the Geological Survey 


have shown that about, half o f this sulfur 
is present as the mineral pyrite and half is 


organic sulfur in the original plant struc­ 


ture. Methods have been, devised to remove 


pyrite by flotation during processing at 


the tipple, 
but a practical m ethod of 
removing the organic sulfur has not yet 


been found. 


Methods also are being sought to remove 


sulfur dioxide from flue gases. Several 


removal m ethods have been devised for 
coal-burning electrical generating plants 


(which consume m ost of Indiana’s coal 


production), but they are expensive and 


are yet to be perfected.

against the law to make extra 
money. They return loaded with 
liquor to be delivered in Indiana 
which has one of the highest 
retail

in the nation.

last year, applying to cigarettes 
as well as gasoline, and liquor. 
All are examples of taxing a tax, 
since sales tax is charged on 
both state and. federal product, 
taxes. 
The entire tobacco industry is 
part of a giant dichotomy. The 
Surgeon General, as well as 
most medical authorities, have 
determ ined use of tobacco 
harmful to your health, a fact 
which I do not doubt. However, 
the Federal government con­ 
tinues to invest huge sums of 
money for crop support rather 
than paying farmers to switch 
to other crops. 
Congress has 
prohibited 
advertising 
cigarettes 
on 
television, continuing to permit 
it in other media channels.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - ”0- 
verrun” is a nasty word that 
m akes 
Pentagon 
officials 
blanch, and congressmen angry. 
Cost overruns are considered 
bad. even evil. They’re bad 
because they indicate Pentagon 
blundering. They are evil 
because 
many 
congressmen 
feel the Pentagon intentionally 
presents low estim ates 
to 
Congress to get it to support a 
program. 
A recent study made for the 
Army agreed, that cost esti­ 
mates are often intentionally 
lowered to make a program 
more saleable—but not just to 
Congress. The study found that 
the first estimates made for 
Army 
weapons 
were 
remarkably close to accurate. 


But as the program moved 
higher within the Pentagon, the 


study 
found 
cases 
where 
officials ordered that estimates 
be lowered to gain support for 
the proposed weapon at the 
next highest level. 
While much attention has 
been focused on cost overruns 
since the C5A expose of the 
mid-1960’s, they were nothing 
new then. The Navy’s first cost 
overrun came on. the 
USS 
Constitution, the first ship it 
ordered in the l?90’s. 
Congressional 
critics 
com­ 
plain. the armed services try to 
fool Congress with low 
es­ 
timates. But none with experi­ 
ence in Congress has really 
teen 
fooled since the 
USS 
Constitution. 
Years 
before 
the 
word 
overrun was publicized, this 
reporter lunched with a group 
of congressional staff aides who 


discussed cost estimates given 
Congress—not only for weapons 
but also for dams, post offices 
and social programs. One staff 
member added 50 per cent to 
all estimates, another 75 per 
cent and another 100 per cent. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
W'is., is one of the strongest 
critics of Pentagon cost over­ 
runs. He also said the overrun 
on 
the 
Medicare 
program, 
makes most weapons overruns 
look like peanuts. In 1965, when 
Medicare 
was 
enacted, 
the 
costs for 1975 were estimated at 
$4.3 billion. Now they are put at 
$14.2 billion—a 230 per cent 
overrun. 
Some overruns are the fault 
of Congress itself. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, 
an 
arm 
of 
Congress, 
regularly checks the Pentagon’s 
overruns. Earlier this year it 
reported that of $7 billion in 
new overruns uncovered, in the 
last half of 1973 , 35 per cent 
were the result of inflation. 
Another 20 per cent resulted 
from, stretching programs out.

GM Automakers To Idle 
6,000, Sales Lagging

workers will be idled indefinite­ 
ly in the next month as U.S. 
automakers trim fourth quarter 
output by over 1.00,000' cars 
because of lagging sales of the 
1975 models. 
The announcement from GM 
Thursday that it is eliminating 
second shifts at three plants 
and cutting the assembly rate 
at a fourth facility was the 
latest indication that 'the hoped- 
for fall sales upturn has not 
materialized. 
The industry still has close to 
52,000 workers on indefinite 
layoffs from the energy crisis- 
induced winter sales slump that 
at times saw 113,000' workers 
off the job. In. the past year, 
GM cut 73,000 workers from its 
payrolls. 
GM also 'became the first of 
foe automakers to revise its 
1975-model 
sales 
prediction 
downward from its original 10- 
million car estimate to 9.5 
million. Some industry execu­ 
tives this past summer optimis­ 
tically predicted sales of U.S. 


and imported cars might reach 
10.5 million. 
GM said 1,550 workers will be 
idled at its Kansas City, Mo., 
plant; 
2,000 
at 
Tarry town 
N.Y.; 1,650 at Van Nuys, Calif.; 
and 700 at Willow Run, Mich. 
Second shifts at Kansas City, 
Tarry town and Van Nuys will 
be discontinued Nov. 11 with 
the line speed at Willow Run 
being reduced from 70 cars an 
hour to 60 on each of two shifts 
Dec. 2. 
GM said the cutbacks will 
elimínate 36,'000 intermediate 
and compact cars from its 
schedule by the end of the year. 
However, Ward’s Automotive 
Reports said. Thursday that G.M 
will cut 90,000 cars from its 
October-December production 
schedules. 
Layoffs last year did not 
begin 
until 
shortly 
before 
Christmas, almost two months 
after the Arab oil embargo 
began. 
“ Industry executives are 
more cautious now and are 
willing to make quicker deci­ 
sions 
now 
to avoid 
taking 
risks,” 
said 
one 
industry 
observer.
